W. Post was one of the founders of 
the so-called health 
food industry. 


His business interests here for 
the 


manufacturing 
of 
breakfast 
foods 


represented millions of dollars. Al- 
though Mr. Post's office address was 
iii this city he "had maintained a res- 
ience.in Washington, D. C., for sev- 
eral years. 


• Mr. Post was iborn in Springfield, 
His., in 1854. He engaged 
in -the 


hardware and other lines of business 
there until iSS4 when his health 'broke 
down. He travelled extensively in 
search of treatment for some time 
and arrived here in 1891. His search 
for health was responsible, it is said, 
for his investigation into the health 
food subject and-when his health had 
been regained he turned all of his at- 
tention to that line of endeavor. 


Employing thousands of workmen, 


Mr. .Post took active part in local 
civic affairs. 
In 1908 he was made 


president of the national citizens in- 
dustrial association1 of America and 
for several years he attracted wide 
attention because of his 
attacks 
against .labor unions. 
He was an 


ardent supporter of the "open shop." 


The news of his death was a great 


shock to his friends and relatives 
here who thought he had practically 
recovered from his recent illness.

Temporary shelter is being provided 
here for the refugees. 
For several days past earthquake 


shocks had been felt at frequent in-

curences as the inhabitants of- the

are accustomed to

When the train started, Gross al- 


lowed it to gain too much speed to 
•board it safely and he waited for the 
last section which followed closely. 
It is presumed that he, was attempt-; 
ing to board this train when he was 
struck,by the passenger train.moving 
in the opposite direction. The acci- 
dent occurred about daylight, two 
miles east of the Pataskala station. 


The body waa removed to the un-

tary of Governor Cox, accompanied 
us and was of the greatest assistance 
to us in every particular, for which

The next morning as soon as it was 


known what our mission \\ as w e were 
introduced to many of the confederate 
visitors and to many fair ladies, who 
treated us with all the consideration 
possible. 


On the night of the 7th. the cere- 


mony of tne return of the banner oc- 
curred before a large audience in the 
foyer of the Aragou Hotel. 
It was 


rather a poor place for the occasion, 
for the celling was low and the audi- 
erce -«as competed to stand and tho 
heat was southern. The presentation 
was made TJJ Mrs. Randolph Leigh of 
Montgomery, Alabama, in a 
great 


speecn. She was a real orator, the 
first I nave ever heard from the sex. 
There was of course much laudation 
of confederate war chiefs and confed- 
erate civilians, but -ne cared nothing 
for that, for it was sentiment. The 
fag was presented oy her directly to 
Sergeant W. C. Montgomery, the col- 
or bearer of the TGth Ohio, who lost 
his right arm while carrying the flag 
(the stars and stripes) m that battle 
of Rmggold. He then handed it ovei 
to me. I was hoarse 
and hot ana 


said nothing I had intended to say 
but I did manage to render adequate 
thanks for the restoration of the em- 
blem. Then came the hand shaking 
and compliments to us tor 
coming 


down among our former enemies in 
the war. The reception to us there 
was as if we never had been in the 
war and as friendly as possible. W 
were treated as if we had captured the 
flag from them instead of being the 
loser. For instance, we would meet 
a confederate veteran, asking where 
he was from and shake 
his hand 


then he would ask us -where we were 
from and learning that we were union 
veterans, 
the 
confedrate 
veteran 


would say, "What's the 
difference 


now, we are all one." 


We got pictured from the start in 


Columbus and a moving picture was 
taken of the ceremony of "the return 
of the banner. Mrs. Leigh paiitomim 
ing her speech and the rest panto 
miming ours going through all the 
steps of the incident. The photogra
